Due Process Essential 


In any criminal case, it isn’t the 
seriousness of the crime that is! 
the prime consideration—it’s the| 
seriousness of the question as to) 
whether or not the accused is 
guilty of that crime. This question! 
can only be given even an approxi-| 
mately fair and reasonable solu-| 
tion by due process of law. And 
there isn’t due process of law if,| 
bluffed by a mob-minded faction of 
the community, “the bar runs to 


cover,” to use Justice Douglas’ 
phrase. 
Another resolution adopted by 


the Legion proclaims that “we also 
oppose the so-called liberal atti- 
tudes of universities and other 
schools who invite noted Commun- 
ist leaders to address the student 
body.” 

Just how many universities in| 
this country have been inviting 
“noted Communist leaders to ad- 
dress the student body?” Must be 
a mighty short list, if any. 

It is true that some of our uni-} 
versities still have the courage to 
permit liberals to address their stu-} 
dent bodies.

“We noticed this ad (enclosed) for 
&@ food freezer plan and it sounds 
like a good offer. We are a family 
of two adults and three children 
with an income of $80 a week. We 
now spend about $110 a month for 
groceries, including milk, soaps, 

. and everything.” — Mrs, B. M., 
Witchita, Kan. 

Answer:The ad for the food plan 

says that a family of five (three 

_ 6mall children), spending $120 a 
month for food, would pay $22.21 
on the freezer, and $43.83 for the 
meat and frozen produce supplied 
by the plan, leaving $53.96 for 
“bread, milk, etc.” But Mrs. M 
doesn’t spend $120 for her family 
of five, but only $110, including 
soaps, at that. That itself should 
show that the freezer plan, rather 
than saving the family money. 
would raise its eating bill. On top 
of the $120 a month the food-plan 
promoters estimate, she would have 
to pay additional electricity bills 
and any cost of servicing and re- 
pairing the freezer. 

Nor would the $53.96 a month 
which the promoters would leave 
for “bread, milk, etc.”, cover the 
“ete.” by a long shot. 
$53.96, the M. family needs about 
$22 a month just for milk for three 
kids and two adults, and $10 a 
month for eggs. Embarking on a 
plan of this sort would cause this 
family to spend an _ inordinate 
amount for meat and frozen fruits 
and vegetables. It would be spend- 
ing over 50 per cent of its food 
money just for these categories, 
and this expenditure wouldn’t even 
include potatoes, lettuce and some 
other produce which can only be 
bought fresh rather than frozen. 

Generally, home-economics au- 
thorities say, you'll get most nutri- 
tion for your food dollar if you 
allot it something like this: 

Fruits and vegetables, 23 per 
cent; milk and milk products, 28; 
eggs, meat, fish and other proteins, 
27; flour and cereals, 9; fats and 
oils, 7; sugar, beverages, miscel- 
laneous, 6. 

When a family overspends for 
food, budget consultants find, it’s 
generally because of overspending 
for meat and baked goods. One 
Survey found that the average fam- 
ily spends about 30 per cent of its 
food money for meat, poultry and 
fish, and for that gets only 10 
per cent of its calories. It spends 


only about 20 cents of its food dol-| 


lar for milk and its products, but 
from them get more calories, and 


almost the same amount of protein. ; 


It would be very revealing for a 
family to keep a spending record 
for a couple of months of just 
how much it does spend for the 
various classes of food, to compare 
with the recommended allotment 
above. 

Most families will agree that 
Mrs. M.’s expenditure of $110 a 
month for five, including soaps, is 
very modest as it is. Perhaps the

The average union member is 
aware of his hourly wage scale and 
the overtime provisions contained 
in the agreement between the em- 
ployer and his union. 


However, often we find a misun- 
derstanding revolving around other 
provisions in the contract. 


This was forcibly called to mind 
recently when a member called 
asking to be exempted from the 
protection guaranteed in the mini- 
mum call time clause in the agree 
ment. This clause provides for as- 
surance of at least four (4) hours 
pay per day in any theater operat- 
ing on a continuous all-day policy. 


The request was naturally de- 
nied, as this part of the contract 
was negotiated by and for mem- 
bers who well remember the days 
when you were guaranteed noth- 
ing when you reported to work. In 
fact it was a practice before the 
advent of our organization to call 
girls to work and keep them wait- 
ing until “business warranted” 
\their usage. Some girls were never 
used, some received an hour or two. 
Those who were not employed sac- 
rificed their time, and were not 
even reimbursed for their carfare. 


Later the manager of the theater 
jealled, ostensibly in the presence 
of the member repeating the re- 
quest, emphasizing that it was for 
|her benefit and not in the interests 
of the economy of the house op- 
eration.

Answer: This is a fair statement. 
One survey reported by the U. S 
Agriculture Dept. found owning 
a freezer reduces by about 12 per 
cent the time required for shop- 
ping and for preparing food for 
cooking.

VALUE’: “You have written ‘even 
if a food plan is operated honestly 
and does give you a discount for 
quantity purchases, the cost of 
buying and operating a freezer 
may well cancel all such savings 
and even add to your food bill.”

Answer: No, we think the av- 
erage American is quite bright 
rather than stupid; bright enough 
to ask information before embark-~- 
ing on a costly food plan, when he 
can find some place to get the in- 
formation.

Gen- 
erally it takes a  highly-trained 
food chemist to determine the cal- 
orice value of different foods.

George P. Delaney, AFL interna- 
tional representative, has _ for- 
warded to the Central Labor Coun- 
cil this week the final report of 
the United Nations-International 
Labor Organization Committee on 
Forced Labor. 


The report, written after a 20 
months inquiry into 24 countries, 
disclosed “the existence in the 
world of two principal systems of 
forced labor, the first being em- 
ployed as a means of political coer- 
cion or punishment for holding po-

In summarizing its findings, the; 
UN-ILO committee reached the| 
conclusion that forced labor for po- 
litical purposes existed in Bulgaria, 
Czechoslovakia, Romania and the 
Soviet Union. It found also that
